Dear Mr. Wiseman: 

I am writing in response to your Freedom of Information Act request directed to Michigan 
Medicine dated November 29, 2018, which was received on December 4, 2018 (the request was 
mailed to the University by U.S. postal mail). 

You requested, “any open records requests, salary market survey, labor market data from 
purchased salary surveys as well as custom local area survey results about or done for a 
Perfusionist or group of Perfusionists in the past 9 years, by the units at Michigan Medicine where 
perfusionists are employed.” 

Due to the amount of time estimated to search for responsive records and, if responsive records 
are located, examine, copy, and review them to separate exempt from nonexempt records within 
the scope of your request, production of responsive nonexempt records will result in unreasonably 
high costs for the university, therefore we will need to require a fee deposit as described below. 

It is estimated that the cost to respond to your request is $387, as detailed in the attached FOIA fee 
estimate itemization form. Pursuant to Section 4 (8) of the Michigan Freedom of Information Act, 
“the public body may require a good-faith deposit from the person requesting information before 
providing the public records to the requester if the entire fee estimate or charge authorized under 
this section exceeds $50.00, based on a good-faith calculation of the total fee... [T]he deposit shall 
not exceed Vi of the total estimated fee.” 

If you would like us to proceed with the search for, examination, duplication, review, and deletion 
and separation of exempt from nonexempt material, please send a check for $193 made payable to 
the University of Michigan, to Margaret Gonzales, 2050 Fleming Administration Bldg., 503 
Thompson, Ann Arbor, Michigan 48109-1340. Note that we are able to collect as a deposit only 
Vi of the estimated fee as requested above. If you send a deposit for a greater amount it will be 
returned to you with a request for a replacement check in the amount of $193. 
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We estimate that we will complete the response to your request within 30 business days from the 
date of receipt of your deposit. This time frame estimate is provided pursuant to Section 4 (8) of 
the Act, and is a nonbinding good faith estimate. 

After we have completed the response, we will notify you of the balance due, and will provide the 
nonexempt records upon receipt of the balance. Please note that if we do not receive the deposit 
within ninety (90) days, we will consider your request withdrawn.

* Actual cost of mailing, for sending records in a reasonably economical and justifiable manner 

• Shall not charge more for expedited shipping or insurance unless stipulated by requestor, may charge 
for least expensive form ofpostal delivery confirmation

*The Public Body may add up to 56% to the applicable labor charge amount to cover or partially cover the 
cost of fringe benefits if it clearly notes the percentage multiplier used. The Public Body shall not charge 
more than the actual cost of fringe benefits, and overtime wages shall not be used in calculating the cost of 
fringe benefits. Overtime wages shall not be included in the calculation of labor costs unless overtime is 
specifically stipulated by the requestor and dearly noted in this detailed itemization
